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jtnd [leprive u& of the virtual control of the anti-pkguc meaaurea, wbiehj previous to 
the disturbances, bade fair to pasa into our hands* 

I am not prepared to say that, had'the Russians held altogether aloof,'the feeling 
of unrest then existing would have found no expression. As hay been proved lime and 
time again in India, an outbreak of plague in u district which Has not previously been 
subjected to its ravages frequently results in agitations and disturbances, and more 
especially so when any attempt h made to cope with the disease* Jforebver, in the 
present instance, the man iu whom the control of the anti-plague measures is vested is 
one conspicuous for lack of I act, and this ddfect/when dealing with ah etfeffency whi<i 
above all, demands that quality, is in itself almost fatal * 

The feeling of unrest might, indeed^ have found some expression, but I am 
convinced that it would never have taken [he direction, nor expanded to the dimensions 
winch it eventually did, nor would it, T feel assured, haye had the ultimate unfortunate 
result of indefinitely suspending active anti-pi ague measures, and so directly causing the 
doaibs ol probably some bund re els of. persona, had not the Russians seized the gupoi 1 - 
tunuy dE fan mug the llamc and poisoning the minds of the pedple through the medium 
of their agents. 

llaGug fbb| expressed nay opinion in general terms, 1 propose to examine more 
r ^ available, but, before doing so, would draw attention to the attitude 

of the Russians immediately subsequent to the first Sisturbance. As I have already 
reported (ir«fc my letter of tlm 23th March), L met the Bussiaii Consul and the Director 
ol Customs nn hour or so after the burning of the plague hilsj they then, in fry 
presence laid the blame entirely at the door of the MaUfc-ul-Hnknma and the Persian 
Telegraph Muster* l ho former had ouly arrived a few days previously, and it appeared 
that the Rmsiaii Consul was ostensibly so convinced of his complicity that he had 
actually (hreaten^d to arrest bint. Now, this man had expressed himself in favour of 
ihv enuplague niensuros advocated by us,, had bad himselt publicly inoculated by 
Captain Kelly, nnd, so Tar as could he judged* was acting \ n perfect good faith (vide my 
letter dispatched to you undercover of letter of the 10th April, 1000). Why then 
was the Russian Consul so antagonistic to him in particular, since such antagonism 

I S *F !( 'to anti-plague measures ? To me the answer seems, nod 

-seemed, obyious. It should be recollected that the primary object of (he Ru^.iuns waa 
to keep every vestige of control of the miti-plagiic measures out of our bunds, As 
is abundantly clear from my dames, M. Molitnr, while here, had availed hlnaerlf of our

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On the 29th March a large number of men came in from the village of Bunjar* 
some ft miles distant from $ie dty^ carrying flags, &(f., ami with the obvious intention 
of creating a disturbance my despatch of the S9th March). ! have already given 
details of Him oKjurrenoe, but would here lay emphnais on the fact that this village is, 
probably to a degree much greater than any other, Ilussophil. 

f would call attention to several joints, which seem to me in themselves to very 
clearly indicate Russian instigation, and which, when viewed in tire light of previous 
incidents already commented on, leave nn reasonable doubt in my mind, 

liunjar is a village which for same time past has laen much under Russia^ influence, 
in this connection 1 would refer you to Mrl Dobbs 1 letter, dated the 7th duly, 1003, on 
the subject of the grain riots, On that occasion it was prac^cally proved that the 
Russians, wishing to arouse an anti-British agitation, used the Run jar is as their tools.. 
The chief agitator was then one Suiyad l lusadu (aide [>. 12 of Mr, Dobbs letter), and 
it is to he inferred that this man was the principal instrument in the hands of the 
Russians in stirring up that agitation. That incident occurred less than three years ago, 
To-day, again, the lSunjans, under the leadership of Saiyud Hussein, create tin agitation 
against Hie British, and Hint, moreover, at n moment most opportune from the Russian 
point of view, most unfortunate from our own. Rut, H may 3)o argued, it is possible that 
the Run juris, on lids occasion at all events, had real grievances of their own altogether 
disconnected From Russian intrigue, 

ft is difficult to see how this can be the case, From my Jotter dated the 
29th March, it will be segn that such grievances as were brought to our notice lmd no 
connection with the Bunjnris themselves m T iuil, moreover, no anti-plague measures had 
been under!#cn in Bursar; why, then, should they, of nil people, champion the cause 
of others ? 

However this may be, it is certain that thin incident, combined with the withdrawal 
shortly afterwards of the Mabk-ul-i lukimrn (on the strength of, t here cmi be little doubt, 
complaints made by I lie Russians and Customs), gave the death-blow to any hopes in 
which iv e may have indulged I hut a resumption of active anti-pi ague measures might 
yet he possible al a near date, 

l will now revert to (lie first day of the disturbances, and review the direct evidence 
available. 

In the attack on the plague huts and dispensary, two Russian agents, namely, (!) Haji 
K horns hadi and (2) Nassau Khorashadi, were present {vide statements of Mahomatl Ali 
mid 3 in I mmi Ali, Inc Insures Nos, 2 and ft). Of these two, Hsrann Khorashadi appears 
to:he a man of minor importance, hut it is otherwise with Haji KltQragBHL a short 
history of whom h appended to this letter (t?ide In closure Xu. -1). The Deputy Governor 
lias himself admitted that this man was present (vkh Ihclosure No. 5). Haji Khoraslindi 
is not such an important personage as Mullah Mahouiad Tati and Mull all Mahomed 
Hussain (which will be dealt with later)* but he is well known as a Russian agent, and 
his presence in tlie actual disturbance is difficult to account tor unless the Russians hud 
a hand in it. 

It should be remembered that agents such m these can always, ns long as they 
remain such, he com rolled, since their ini crests are closely involved with the aide they 
are serving. 

As regards the Bimjur incident,a reference to Mr. Dobbs* letter, dated the Tt^July, 
VMl will allow that Sniyad Hussain was the chief agitator in an agitation which, as a 
perusal of that IjjjUor will show, almost certainly owed its origin to Russian instigation, 
there can he little doubt that Saiyad Hussain was the man who again induced the 
Bunjavis to make the disturbance on the 2&th March {jride my letter of the 29th March). 
Independent iiupiirtes show that lie accompanied the crowd which was finally induced to 
return by ilm Must an li [ v idv 1 iiekfturog Nos. (i und 7). It wall he observed that one ot 
these .state rue ms. that of Kerbehii Mahopiad Hussain, was taken on the 2Slh March, i.c., 
one day prior to the actual incident, From Ibis it appears that Saiyad Hussain had 
intended to bring the Bunjnris on the 28th March, but was prevented by the Deputy 
Cove mm. 

My opinion regarding the complicity 1 of the Russians was strengthened by the iact 
ilia I nearly all the witnesses whom I had an opportunity of examining stated that 
Mul3all Malmmad Taki and his brother, Mullah Mahonmd Hussein, were the chief 
instigators {vide statements. Ihciosures Nos. 2, ft* 3, 9, 10, 11), These men are Russian 
agents, and it b. most improbable that they would take an important step of this uni-lira 
except with the full cogliizancv oE their virtual masters. Moreover, although Mullah 
Mali annul Taki, who from the evidence appears to he the chief ringleader, was not 
actually present at the disturbance at the dispensary, it wna he who collected the crowd. 


and Mr. GaUcrsdl lifts informed me that lie accompanied that section of h which 
brstivclied off on ili /0 day of the disturbances to- the cn-stoms-hoiisc in order to protest to 
the Director Customs (eidr Hosjgtril Assistant Sheikh Ahmnd*s statement, forwarded 
to you with my letter of the 29th March, 1906). Furl her, the Director of Customs has 
informed me that Mullah Mahom&d Taki stated before liim that all attempts to disinfect 
houses, &c., would be forcibly resisted. Not only did this man take u leading* if not the. 
principal, part in exciting the people of Hussemahad* but it may be inferred that lie was 
.responsible also for the disturbances which threatened from tIn? direction of Daiuli und 
Chilling (vide paragraph T* of my letter dated the ftlat March, 1906), as it was. Mullah 
Ibrahim, a brother of Mullah Mahmimd Taki, who led the contingent which actually 
started to come in from that place, and was only dissuaded from doing so by the efforts 
of the Rukn-wdi-Sliuriah. (Similarly, in the case of Mullah Malm-mud Hussain, the 
brother of Mullah Malmmad Tuki, a consensus of opinion tends t" show that lie uRo was 
implicated, and tlte lame argument* would also apply' so his case, !i is impossible that 
these men cbuld have been so much to the tore in the disturbances, unless it were with 
tiie cognizance and approval of the Russians, 

When dealing with intrigues of this nature* anil in a foreign country, if is of course 
almost impossible to obtain direct and conclusive evidence, and conclusions must he 
based at the he-t on such ciremnstantinl evidence as may bp available. In the present, 
install ce. a mini her ol independum incidents lead its to the same com-1 us ion. mul Hi esc I 
now propose to urieEly recapitulate 

Firstly, tlie presence of Russian agent* at the d is fur banc o and the active rule played 
by them in inciting the crowd. The fact thai sneh evidence as is uvadatdo tends to 
show that Mullah Mnhnntnd Taki and other notorious Russian agents were tile virtual 
ring lenders, 

Secondly* the attitude adopted by the Russian Consul mi the outbreak of the dis¬ 
turbance* in tlepoutteing the Malffi-id-l lukuuia and the Feraian Telegraph Master (mate 
paragraph i.j ol my Idler fluted the 2!)th March) as responsible lor the disturbances* 
despite the ahschev uf Ml prfflof, and tlie strong preMnupUnn that the XI Llik*u3-ll ukcima 
was acting lit gooii faith (whidi was uHorded by Ills wllliiignosia to lie publicly inoculated 
and to give us all ihe assistance in Ids power). 

Thirdly, the Liunjar incident, which, it appears to mo, can only he explained by llm 
supposition that ihe Russians were anxious to keep alive 1 lie disEuriiuiHus, since tlie Rim- 
juris, who had no grievances of tlieir own, were led by a man indonomdy under Russian 
inlhieiiec, ami since, in the absence ofanv oilier- motive.it seem* ren .miahlu. to: conclude 
Hi«l 1 ha s;ime influence ha* been hrouglu to hear mi them ns in the time of Mr, Dobbs,

In oilier words, it is highly probable that a certain 
amount of urir.esi laid hoen caused among (he people hy the plague, Sic. f that they were 
incited m resist, the (histums hy the Deputy Governor and Mushiulq who bore them a 
grudge, and that the lins.skins, finding the ground ready prepared ter thorn, took 
advantage of tlie situation in order to undermine our influence.

A large crowd of fteislnnis went to Mullah Malidi this afternoon and complained 
that Sultan Muhomad* the British trJJcr, had given religious, abuse yesterday* aud staled 
that they intended to pay him out when he opened his shop. Mullah Mebdi told them 
not to make fools of thviu&elvea, Ue pointed out that the Russian Mirza ivos at the 
bottom of all the mischief that had occurred, but that the people and tlie Mullah* would 
probably stiller for it. 

Mullah Mnhqjmd Taki was the spokesman of the crowd which went to Mu Huh 
Mehdi* and most of the persons who created the disturbance were present. It

2. A Russian officer named SukharolT is at present travelling from Shuhrud to 
Kerman and Baluchistan. I'hja is not the same officer as that mentioned in last 
month's Mimmiiy as travelling in the neighbourhood of Astmlmd. 

3. The appoint ment of Captain lyays as Russian Consul at Turbut-i-Haideri has 
been officially confirmed. 

4. tVith inference to Consul Steven's despatch No. 5 of the 21st March, reporting 
the receptions given in Ratoum and Paku to a certain Slrdur Din Mahomed Ivhaic 
who represented himself as n brother of the Ameer of Afghanistan, it appears that 
the so-called Sirdar is in reality i\ low-daas refugee, who was originally a dancing boy 
in the soldiers’ lines at Herat; thence he lied to Meshed, where ho led a disreputable 
Hfe, and, after having several times been seized and dogged, went to Kushan, and has 
since led the life of an adventurer, llis real name is Juma. 

f>. Two French officers, Commandant Lacoste and Captain Emtfmc, who recently 
passed through Tehran, arrived in Meshed on the 11th May, and left there for Russian 
Central Asia. They intend to go from there tu India.

esisfoms-housc clo.se outside the gates would (completely spoil that portion of the town, 
which is now comparatively open and healthy, anil Ilia Majesty's .Legation have 
consequently addressed the Persian Government on the subject. The Governor* 
General has been supporting the view taken by our Consulate, hut it is i|i reported 
that Inti reason for doing so is that he wishes to build three caravan serais on the site in 
question. 

8. His Majesty's Consul-General at Meshed asserts that the Russian Bank 
constantly imports arms and ammunition for sale in Persia, and that these goods pass 
through the customs-house without examination. Recently eight boxes arrived for

They refuge to accept any 
promise which the Sigh may make unless accompanied by a guarantee for its 
fuHihiumt from His Majesty's Government. They state that they will not give way 
evert if the Mollahs. at Knm do. With the exception of tho trees, the garden is 
practically destroyed, though the people are genddeinpered and orderly. 

I informed the .Mushiivcd-Lowleh privately to-day that l must again ask for an 
audience unless he could give me a definite am ranee that the people would he 
induced to leave the Legation. 

I made a yam attempt, at the Mushir-cd-BowldKs reijiiest, to induce the 
refugees to send a depuration to the Shah. 

The guilds only admit- respcctahlo people to the Legation, and bum reds have 
been turned away.

The Grand Vizier recently'jailed orders for tms arrest id a certain wall-know’n 
preacher who had given olTeuce by the violence of ids sermons. ’The preacher, who is 
au elderly man, was arrested on the 11 th instant and taken to a guard-house in the 
neighbourhood of the residence of Agfta Seyyed AUhdlnb, the chief Miijtched. A 
woman who was passing by rep or sod ihe arrest to ihe pci? pie assembled at. a mu.-que. 
Immediately some thirty m' forty sri.lmiis proceeded ir> ihe guard-] iQqko and attempted 
to rescue the prisoner, The Sultan commanding ihe guard ordered his men to lire, 
but. as none of them seemed inclined to obey lie took a, rlEle and lirod point-blank at 
a Seyycd, killing’..him F ou the spot. The students Lhen tried to rush tile guard-house, 
and four volleys wore fired by the soldiers, wounding a number of the attacking party. 
Alter a short light ihe students routed the soldiers ami wrecked the guard-]muse. 
Thu body of the Beyyed was talien to a neighbouring, mosque, where a large crowd 
collected, and messengers were sent to the principal Mujtchcds, who shanty arrived 
with a large following. 

The Mujtehed Seyycd Mnhimimed, oil heaving ihe ucVftb went, to the mosque 
with his followers in 11 kefcti, 11 or winding sheets, which are assumed on such 
occasions to allow |,hiU the w carers are ready to tight to Line death. Ting whole 
company then proceeded to ihe Mesjed Jiimnlq whither the corpse was subsequently 

tarried m precession, Large .. I ere of women than collected, and, dad in winding 

g^bo-ts, paraded llio bazaars benLing their bleusls, shrieking : smd wildly abusing die 
soldiers. Troops were wsiit by the Government, to prevent the people from closing 
[heir shops, but without avail, The Mullahs sent criers into the bazaars to hi 1 rent 
the people not to loot, and to suite that the butcher* and bakers were to continue 
to work. 

Later in the day tin* Grand Vizier, ilio Nuib-es-S til lunch (Commander-in-chief), 
and olhcreifiidsiere went lo Tehran escorted by a large body of cavalry. A council 
was-at once he hi at tin- Palace, and apparently it was decided to use force and also* 
as far as possible,, to localize ihe diriLitrbiuiccs. Troops were accordingly pjckele I nil 
through the btiziiiirs. Tin* Shall, who was no doubt kept in ignorance of the true facts, 
and especially of Urn death of ihe Beyycd, issued a Rin,a'burnt bn to the Mullahs 
expressing his disapproval of the agitation and asking the denial party to formnltita 
lheir grievances.

A fi or I be usual compliments, addressing myself to the Malik-ut^l'ujjar^ i asked 
to bo inl’ormed wiiat motive had brought him and Ids friends to conn 1 heiti in such 
numbers, lie replied that I must be fully aware of the grievances of the people of 
Furs which hid now led (ham to seek icfugG in this Consulate. 

On my replying that; I wan only gone rally aware that Mfoh gritwauees were 
cntoilflhitidf by the ^Hiram, and had no know lodge as to whether they were well- 
foundod or not, the Slnlik-ut-Tujjnr caused tx Munshi to lead out aloud a statement 
of giiovunces;, containing ten separate counts, which statement I now inclose. 

I would express my regret that, owing to the short hours at. my disposal before 
post tinu\ ! am unable to send a translation. 

I then addressed the Malik-ut-Tujjnv, speaking os loud as possible, and said that 
the. whole of the matters staled appeared lo me to be of a purely internal nature, 
with the exception of an allusion to lC lahdari. 1 ' The levy of (his,tax, as they were 
aware, had been abolished by the instances of ihe British and Kus&mu Legations, 
That, as vegarddd their grievpees, I was prepared, it iln-y vislied it, to telegraph tbe 
gist of these t-o you to-day, and also to send ihcir stauunent lo you foe such notion as 
you might see lit. Foaslbly ymt might he willing in bring lliis t.o (lu 1 nosiye of (lie 
Ministry of Foreign A Hairs, or lo some other quarter, I pointed out Iliat their 
statement was unsealed, and i^equcidcd that they would seal il and furnish mo a copy 
in time for the post of lo-day. 

I then suggested that (hoy would gain nothing by sitting in (Ids garden, which 
was not large enough to coulain them comfortably* and thal they would be neglecting 
tjfdr <ftvn business. They replied flint ihey had no! closed (heir shops, but had I,-ft 
subordinates in charge, ‘that they would not trouble me with their presence, hut 
would set up tents in neighhourfog gardens.

WITH reference to yonr telegram dated 1st June, 1906, I have the honour to 
report an follows 

1. rrVjj'-rflj iieumritu^ Qiftnantmo post* have been established to (he north, south* 
and sotilh-Vi'r-it of SekUn, (he object being lo confine t he epidemic tit that region and 
pL'nvi el t it from spreading to other populated tracts. 

The physical features of the country are extremely favourable to this Sine of 
notion, as Seistan is practically surrounded by deserts, and, owing lo the scarcity of 
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water, travellers to or from the country are practically bound down to certain well- 
defined tracts. It may therefore be safely affirmed that the quarantine system was 
here inaugurated- under more favourable circumstances than is the case elsewhere. 
Unfortunately* however, these advantages have to a great extent been counteracted, 
by t he apathy displayed by the Persian Government, and the total absence of anything 
resembling systematic control of the arrangements, 

S, Randan Post ,— To the north a quarantine post was established at Bandim 
under the direction of one of our hospital assistants. About twenty-five sarbazes and 
sowars were provided by tins Shaukatnl-Mulk to assist the hospital assistant in 
quarantine operations, enforce quarantine* and watch the roads. The object of this 
post was to guard the roan Is leading 1 j the norlh, to Birjand, Turbat-3-1 faldari, and 
Meshed- The sarlxiKes were dbtrihut|ll between the villages of (i) Neb, ui) Aliabad, 
(iii) Bandan, and (iv) Duroh, Of these f-mr posts till drst three were necessary in 
order to close ilie tracts leading from Sci start in the nnrtli thru ugh these villages ; the 
fourth post* whieb ereortis to have been established indcpcndently 1 iy the Shauknt-ul- 
Mulk, was ostensibly intended to insure the detention of dny persons who might 
evade t!>e; Baud an Yds line-and attempt to travel to the north by the Duvob-Awia 
road. It appears, however, that the Slmukat-ulAlulk instructed the surbazes com¬ 
prising Ibis post to turn back any jicraons who might enter Persian territory from 
the direct ion of Lnsh-Jowmn or Chafeaiisur. 

This seems to bean excess of precaution, since plague is not known to exist in 
Afghanistan at present, aud U most improbable that Seista^is would find il possible 
to leave Scistaii by that route, mnre especially so since the Governor of Chakniisur, 
ilusa Khan byname, lias cstdiblishod a lino of posts along the SeStan-Afghan border 
with the object of tuniing back alt persons entering Afghan territory from the 
direction of Seistan. Mr. ilowson, the British Agent in liirjaud, however, reports 
that few* if any, caravans have taken this route since the outbreak of phigno in 
Seistan. A total of 1,618 persons have undergone quarantine at, Bandim since ilia 
26th January, when the post was first established. 

з. Birjund Post .—To the north ot' Randan a second quarantine post was established 

by Dr. Prank, the Russian doctor, towards the end of April last, i’he origin of ihis 
post is probably to he traced in the desire of l be Rustam to extend the Turbnid 11 akhm 
cordon further south towards isoislau, -whereby, if unopposed, their influence in that 
district would become paramount. No other satisfactory d\\in: seems to exist. 

It is true a lew persons evaded the I landau cordon, but this was duo to the. lack of 
supplies ami delective arrangements on the part of the Customs authorities. Were 
these remedied, all itoad juft! purposes of the Rh'jaml quarantine would probably ho 
served by the Randan line. Nn details have, as yet, been received regarding the qxdfrfc 
number of persons quaiantihed there. 

'1’lie Itosolutions passed by the Birjand Sanitary Council s nil ideally indicate the 
ostensible object of the post, these arc : 

и. ) That all arrivals from infected villages in Sciatnn, who have not passed 
through Randan, be detained ten days at Birjand, 

(si,) All arrivals from non-infected villages in Seistau* who have not passed 
through Randan, be detained five days. 

(iii.) All arrivals from infected villages in frdstau, who have already been .Stained 
at Randan, bn detained three days at Birjand 

(This rule may he relaxed in favour of inlcliigent people.) 

(iv.) All arrivals from the east, and south of the Kninat Prom beyond a radius of 
24 farsuklis lie detained three days at 'Birjand. 

(v.) All arrivals from Afghanistan be iletaimal five days at Birjand. 

In addition h> these, Mr. Flow r son ha^ since reported that Ur, Prank ha* expressed 
the intention, ami has gone to Khusp to make arrangements therefore, to impose 
quarantine on all i.m'ivah from Kerman, including such as come by the northern route 
via Rawur, N a [band, and Khusp, This last proposal seems quite unjustifiable (tads 
my telegram No. 515 C, dated the Lath June). 

Cupiain Maephersou also objected to certain of the original Resolutions of the 
Ban it ary Council (ride Ins No. 278 c, dated the 23rd May), hut no decision seems to 
have been arrived at regarding these, though it appears from Mr, Grant Duff* telegram 
No. 8b, dated rim 11th June, that the Persian Government have sanctioned only five 
days 1 quarantine. Ii would appear advisable that all proposals for quarantine should 
be firs! submitted to the Sanitary Council at Teh run, or, at any rate, that that Council

their wheat to (lie bakera at a lower price., and quiet was at once restored.

The present time, however, seamed to be an exceptional one, and the 
circumstances to be unprecedented. 

M. Izvolsky asked me whether Mis Majesty's Charge d 1 Affaires could have 
an you raged the refugees to hafc come to the Legation, [ told his Excellency th$t 
tliis was manifestly impossible, and that I way auru that Mr, Grant Dull found the 
presence of the refugees to be most embarrassingj and indeed dangerous, ami that no 
one would be hotter pleased than ho to be quit of his unwelcuiue and uninvited guests,

To this f could give no reply, beyond stating that 1 
presumed food was supplied to them cither by their friends or’ by Mr. Grant Duff, It 
was clear they could not he allowed to starve; Observing that M. Isvolsky bad some 
doubts in 1 ms mind, J asked him to tell me frankly what the Russian Minister had 
ti-h-graphod on the subject. Mis Excellency said that M, Dartwig had telegraphed the 
ku-i of riie presence of the refugees, and bad added that the situatio» was serious,

2. The Shahk Ministers will be assisted by this Assembly, in the wit of reform, 
and the proposals of ifie Assembly will bo submitted by the Grand Vizier for the 
SholVfc signature, and will then ho put in force.

0. The Shah's Rescript is to be published. 

The Rescript granting amnesty, &c., of which the substanco was given in my 
telegram No. 307, remains unaltered;

On the 131 h ultimo, between 10 and 11 a.m., Mr. Wurth came to the Vice- 
Consulate to inform nic of what had occurred. Me was closely followed by the llap 
Khan, brother of the Governor's fermsh-basld, who came on the same business, .and just 
as the latter arrived I also received a. note from the Governor reporting the matter 1 ! 
Copy of an extract from the Governor’s note, and copy of an extract from my reply 
thereto herewith inclosed. The remainder of the Governor’s note referred to the 
affair of the soldier-guard at this Vice-Consulate, copy of which I forwarded (o your 
address under cover of my despatch dated the 23rd June, 100b. 

On tin* morning M the 14th ultimo Air. Wurth and myself viailed the Governor at 
his request, wheii he in formed us that th® matter was quite settled. After, I had 
dfprstehed my telegram of ivnrds, dated the lath El time, s was informed that the 
M' Hah* therein referred to, or, to bo more correct, talabah (students), a bout seventy hi 
number, were actually assembled at the house of one Mullah Mansitn to pro teat against 
Mr. Worth's action, when we were with the Governor* and Lliat they bad been there 
since the previous night. If this be correct—and 1 have no reason In doubt it— the 
Governor v.mdd appear to have told us one i dug and sitiuiltuiipojaply reported to 
fi bnui something quite the opposite* What could have been hi.s object for this? 
1. also stated in the same telegram that the Mullahs lmd prevented the bay’s father 
from coming to the Yiee-Oonsukrie to take Mr. Wurth As presem. The heforc-moiitEonpi 
ILiji Khan was my informant for this* But the boy's father told me, when lie eventually 
cji rue to the Tice-Consulate lo give a receipt for the present, that the mvcrwuAs 
fcrrasfobiwhi had detained him at the Governor*® residence lor four days, and that all 
the time nc was prepared to come and take the present, had lie been permitted 
to do so, 

I was quite surprised to receive your telegram of twenty-four words dated the 
1 ltli ultimo, as E had beard nothing further from th® Governor on the subject* ( did 
hear from oilier sources that when the talahah were assembled at Mullah L’Us-inu's 
hnuse the Naib-ut-Hukuineli gave Mullah Hus^Euj; some idling in wriirng to the ejfoct 
that Air. Wikrtli should leave Ycssd in live days, mid that the time had, through die 
goo 1 1 i•dice of Naiiiab Aghallns^m, been extended to iwcat y days. Directly I received 
y^ur telegram 1 forwarded li Ferniau translation of it to the Govern nr* You will notice 
that my forwarding mite, copy of which I inclose hcrcwiLh, is worded in such a way 
to, (O draw from the Governor anAjadfission that (he above-mentioned papr had been 
given; hat, as you will observe from his. reply, copy of which E inclose, he evades the 
point. You will notice too that Lite Governor, In Ids note, take* a mo&t alarming view 
of the situation. There was no reason for this, as there was not ihcn nor subsequently 
any likelihood nf a riot. Had there boon the slightest pi'obnbilUy of u serious 
disturbance, 1 should have had Parais coming to me lo make inquiries ns to wlmt was 
being done, as they Eire always the lirat to scent Stranger; none came, however, and none 
troubled about the matter. 

On the 16th ultimo the before-mentioned Haji Khan arranged with Mr. Wiirth 
that lie would go to the oliice with him (he following day (Sunday) to enable him to 
get ccrhii i hooks, also money from the safe, and l agreed lo go with them; but when 
the Lime came logo Ihiji Khan sent tu liny that the Governor would not allow of it. 
As VIr. \\ L'u’ih hi gently I'vquired ihe hooks, and wished to remove die money ii'om the 
riJife in ntiler to dcpn-ii ii in the bank, ! wont inysull' Lt> Ziegler N s olticc and did 
wlmt vas nec^gaary. TEiis action on tn\ part would appear to have annoyed the 
Governor, and to have enured him to report the incident of (he soldier-gun id to lilts 
authorities in fehl'an (ride your ielcgnim of nineL cu words dated the J.Klh uLiino). 

On (he 20th ultimo, Nawah Aglui llass?m sent me ll verbal message lo .say tltat he 
was endeavouring to conic to a satis lac lory uuderslain'iiig with Mullah Ilaasan and Lite 
tnluhah, and that there uus a fair project of a -sclUcment being arrived at it the 
Governor did not oppose him; hence my telegram of forty-five words of Hie same dale. 
Again, on (lie 251 h dttEiio, he sent me unoiher verbal message to lay that e-verythiug 
Iwid been arranged, us .'laled in my telegram of eighty words of the 25Hi ultimo, hut 
that the Governor would not agree to ihe arrange went* 

Gn the 27th ultimo, about noon, Haji Ivhan came to see me lo useertai.n for tile 
Govern mi‘ when Mr. 'iVurih intended to leave Yescd, and stated that the twenty day* 
grace bail expired. My patience having become somewhat exhausted, I answered him 
rather sharply, and told him to inform the (dovemor with my compliments that l knew 
nothing of tbo twenty days'grace, that my orders from Tehran ware Lliat Mr. Wiirth 
hud to remain in Ycxd, and that lie would remain, Later in the day I received your 
telegram of forty-seven winds of the sMne date, and at once informed the Governor of 
its content®, hut lie did not reply to my note, copy of which 1 inclose herewith, 
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Evidently the Governor was in a great hurry to clear Mr. Wurth out of Yesd, as, 
supposing the time was to date from the day M r. Wjlrth struck the boy, the twenty days 
would not have' expired until the 3rd instant- 

On the 2Stb ultimo ! was informed that Mullah Hft 9 f|n and the tutobah were jgam 
agitating for Mr, Wurth to leave Yc/h, and on the morning of ike 30th ultimo T was 
informed of the notice posted in different parts of the town threatening to kill Mr. ’Wurth 
if he did not quit Yezd, nod 1 at once obtained an original copy, which 1 forward herewith 
with transition. [ ^ told that Shaikh Mahomed -hitlev, Sabsewari. m. enemy of Nnwab 
j\ghu H assail, had the notice po ted, and that men of the Majd-nU’kmm Ardekuni 
removed the notice.

As I had the honour to state In my nhove despatch, l duly warned the Mushir-ed- 
Dowlch of what would probably happen, and about a fortnight previously i had also 
told his Excellency that I knew ihat. Lreuhle was brewing, and that it was not unlikely 
that a large number of the Shah's subjects would resort In I lis Majesty’s legation. J 
requested Isis Excellency to toll the'Grand Vizier, who would no dbubt take such 
measures as he thought desirable. Apparently noth inf was dene to prevent the people 
from carrying oul their intention. 

From (he 21st duly to the 29th July the. refugees increased from 700 to 1.2,000, 
and on the night of the 2nd instant L was informed by I Etc heads of the guilds that 
there were about 11,000 persons in the Legation, These numbers die of course 
approximate. On learn iug of (ho arrival of the refugees in the Legation fid once 
sent one of my stall'to ask whitt they wanted* They replied brietly as follows:—

warehouses in view of the excitement of the'populace, and to allow them, by the 
presence of the troops, to continue I heir nvn eat tons without disturbance, and as soon 
as the excitement subsided among the populace the soldiers were withdraw n, 

Secondly, with regard to the complaints of ilm merchant! that, on account of flits 
departure of' the chiefs of the clergy, they caniiot get their contracts attesluted, as 
every one knows, even if some of the chief priest! ' iriVft ^ Ihniv.owu accord departed 
with' flic intention of visiting the holy thresholds, the capital is not denuded of other 
priests who haves always been referred to by the people, and a number are ready to 
carry out the religious functions. 

'Thirdly, with regard I o 11# demand ter a Court of Justice which should hot bo 
wholly in the bands of Government officials. This is a matter of surprise, as from 
ancient times there have always been, and now exist, in all the provinces-pi Persia 
Courts of Justice, and after atiy otic lias vd'erred his case to the Emn is of Justice it 
is referred from them to the Ecclesiastical Court, and whatever Shari judgment is 
given is earned out, It is clear that the Courts of Justice, in no State where 11 icy 
are official Departments of Ihc Government Administration, arc in the hands of other 
than Go Yen uncut officials, : 

Fourthly, with respect to their statement that they will not leave the protection 
of Ihc British Government until their grievances arc redressed. 11' the people have 
taken such a step in their ignorance, it is certain that your Lxcollency will, in view 
of your experience and good intention, lake the necessary care of these people, and us 
their complaints arc, as your Excellency now obseiBe&, there is no doubt that, you 
will, in view of the friendly relations existing between the two Governments and the 
kindness of nature which you possess, make Hiese people understand the folly of their 
actions, aha assure Ihkm of the emiiinued protection and assistance of their own 
GovmiiLicnl m that tin-y should return in all confidence and security to iheir 
avochtioiis and trades, and not give further trouble to the Erltish Logatbn,

A Ye have decided to institute in the capital of Tehran a National Oonsultntive 
Assembly, composed of representatives of the Princes, the clergy> the Ktij® the 
Xm ides, the aristocracy, the landed proprietors, the morahants, and the twuto guilds, 
elected bv the classf-s above named, $o that the necessary assistance may bo given in 
consultation on affairs of thejSfete..and kingdom and # public affairs to our trusty 
Ministers in I heir endeavours to bring about reforms for the good and weal of Persia. 
They will be able to submit to us, in complete security and assn rant: n, their views 
for ibe weal of the State and nation and on public affairs, and the wants of the 
whole people of the State, to receive our signature and to bo put into execution. 

Consequently you will draw up on this date, in accordance with this Rescript, 
the regulations and arrangements for this Assembly, as well as all the necessaries 
for ihs institution, with the approval and the signatures of Hie represents;lives, so that, 
with tlie help of God, the Consultative Assembly, which is the upholder of our 
justice, will be opened and commence the nnecssary reforms in Slate affairs, and put 
into force the Holy ’■ Shari ri (ecclesiastical) laws.

If a loan is mack now, 1 consider it should at any mtc be confined to the hare 
necessities required in. order to tarry on for a short period* I assume that Hie Russian 
GovLU’Jitneui. agrees to support the V&liulid ns successor to thu Sliah, and ht. that event 
a loan might enable a better start to bo maito with a new Government*

Tim Mcinorandum, wbieli yrnst mit a kmglby dueimienl, gave a sketch or the Inulory 
of die line, aiaI stated Hint recently ii bad been I'mmd that truidi delay and incon 
lenience were caused hy the Wirt* being attached I" the Persian instruments, and Lhilt, 
ut the ri'i.pie-d nf die Persian niUlnmtUs it bad been arranged that the wire should be 
placed on Lot lie Un-sdnii irislrmnema, as wu> the case with the lelmm Mc'-bed line, where 
the wire was on British iiistmiuents. The Memorandum further slated that there were 
a lew Russian technical ollicials <tn ihc line to ^ee duu it was kept iti jivopcr 
working order. Mis Mxcedmwy said that 1 would see that no change had been, 
made beyond a mere leehiiieaf detail for the purpose of improving the service, and 
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Ihut the Department had cnnsidercd the matter lo beef so little moment that the 
question had not even been submitted to him, 

L asked bis Excellency to permit me In make a fow observations on the subject, 
a-s E lb might i could fehnw him that the mutter was not so innocent, and simple us 
mi^ln appear on the surface. Tn the first place, I ibcmglir- that the Memorandum 
was iu error in stipposing that the Tehran--.'Boslied Una was under the control of 
the British Telegraph Office. I remember that when i was at Tehran- the Tehran- 
Mesbail line '.vorked most unsatisfaclorily : Udcgraph posts were ■continual \y being 
knocked down and wives broken, and as there was considerable traffic over it, owing 
to the Afghan Deliniilfiiion jpmumissioiij the delays and interruptions were most 
inconvenient. \i my request the Persian (dovemment permitted the qifiqim of 
ihe Indian Tlfe^raph Office at Tehran to keep the line in good order, and 
this we did uL our expense. I hdijsvjbd that now the custom was to allot a 
subsidy in spine 40,000 E'r. to the Persian Crovernuienl to keei> the line in order, 
and all lb lit wo did was tn request the Persian ant liori tics to send orders to the Persian 
oiliemls at i.be intermediate si a lions Lo repair damages. U : c ourselves had no imicers 
on the line, and I doubted it' Else terminal lines were in our odices at Tehran; I was 
almost sure lliey were not. 

Iu regard to the Mashed Seisin.n line. I would, observe that early in dune the 
battery and wire of the lino were moved from ihc Pays inn into the Russian office, but 
limit b\- the. end of .Time they were rotra nst erred to the Persia it office. Now we Imtl 
j-eccivui information that, under pressure from Ihc Russian Minister, the iattery and 
wire were again to he hronghl inlo Lite Russian nfiice, ami, moreover, tlijlt M. Hartwig 
was rcqueating that the complete control of the line w:lh. to be handed over lo flic 
Russian an Lh orifice 

Ills KM'clteney interrupted me by saying that there was not. a word in the 
Memorandum as to my intention of obtaining control over the line, and ho did not 
really see what importance could be a l inched to placing tlie icnubia! line on Lo the 
TlursiaE instrument. 

I replied tbat if no control had been requested, and would not be requested, I would 
not press tli& point ; but I pdi tiled out that, if the urminnl lines fee in the Kashi Mi office, 
epnqjKlc control would be held over all telegraphic commanicatton lietween 'reliran and 
the eastern portion of Persia, amt this miglit prove a. serious mutter. What I wished to 
a:sk liirf Eseelkuiey was that matters should, lie replaced on Hie looting on which they 
were before June, certainly in regard to the location of the terminal lines. I did 
nut want for the ltmineuL to diseus| the prepuce of Uusshm tdqgraph oLlicials on Lbc? 
line, that was a point fo which I might have to refer Infer, but I begged bis Excellency 
Lo send orders al present to Lhe Russian Megation in Tehran to allow Ihe terminal finS 
to remain in the Persian office, 

M. Isvolsky cpni'usaed that be was really pfeusUnh lie would felt me frankly tlmi Ere 
had no other biformution on Mm siiSqecL Ilian that which was contained in the 
Memorandum which Sic had rani to me, and beyond that paper he had not seen a 
document- on the subject.

M r Isvelsky did not appear So be surprise'I M the conditions which I bud eomtmmi- 
Cated to him, nor did lie seem disposed lo offer uii.y objectidhs lo fbetip But ! think 
that- he woukl prefer thm tlie ailvanees should be made without guaraufeef, so as to 
jilaee ettr nffcra in an favourable a light as pJirsihle to the Persian Govcrimicnt, and 
pfeelude them from listening Lo Site fcmplations w]iich may be held out lo ihem by 
German liuanciers.

I AM directed by Sir E. Grey to state, for Ulc information of the Lords 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, that for some time past the fiimncial 
situation in Persia 1 ins ocoupi^i the serious attention of His MajestyX Government* 
Wh fiu at tho close of Inst, year repeated requests for an advance were made to 
His Majesty's Government by the Persian Government, it w-as recognized that such 
a proposal could not then he usefully nutoHahtcd, since His MajestyX Government 
would have no control over the application of the loan, and they had reason to fear 
that if would not bo employed to advantage, and might, ultimately serve to increase 
the einhan-o^sments of t he Persian Kxchequer. 

In those eireuuistanceH, the RusHan Goycnmient wore appimehed with a view to 
effecting an arrangement, by which the Persian Government should no longer be in a 
position to obtain loans from Great Britain and ‘Russia by alternately playing off one 
Rower against- the other. The Russian Guvr-rumcnl fully reeogiuzod the force of this 
view, and It was agreed that, no advance should lieiiiceforth be made by either Power 
without previous consultation between the two Governments* 

At iho beginning of this month it became apparent, however, that the Persian 
Government- was in serious need of pecuniary assistance, in order in meet the regular 
charges of the Administration; mid, from information which liad reached Hia 
Majesty's Government' and the Russian Government, it. was clear that, should such 
assistance not otherwise bo forthcoming, requests of the Persian Government would,

WITH retorenco to your telegram No, 3G9 of the 37th instant, T have the honour 
to report, that I called on M, fsvolaky this morning and inquired of him whether he was 
able to give me a reply with regard to the settlement of details of expenditure of first 
moiety of advance to Persia al Tehran, and not at Bt. Petorsburgh. He replied that lie 
was In consultation with the Minister of Finance, and would very shortly give me an 
answer, I then said that it wns most desirable, in the opinion of my Govern merit, that 
our line from Blijand to Btindar Abbas should he recogDizIU by the Itnssiuu Government 
before, at any rate, I ho second advance to Persia was made. I explained the reasons as 
laid down in your telegram above mentioned. The Minister for Foreign Alfa its referred 
a I some length to the question of spheres of interest, and euiphaaUS the diiliculty he 
would have in inducing other Ministries to consent to our lino, and lie asked ine if my 
Govermneiif made the acceptance by Russia of the line in question a g'art now to 
their jo ini] ig in Mic second moiety of ml vance. I said that, to speak frankly, that wa& 
the case. He replied that in those (dremnsluticea his position would be rendered very 
dillicult, and if the second moiety was urgently required by the Persian Government, 
Russia would have to advance it herself, She was desirous of our co-operation, hut she 
could find the money alone. 

M. IsYolsky begged me to submit to you most earnestly tlmt we should net jeopardize 
0 future arrangement, by rushing matters. He was himself favourable to our line, but he 
would tell me quite frankly that he would have a hard fight to obtain it, He would far 
prefer to leave the question of spheres c>r interest atone for the moment, and to make 
the whole advance conjointly. He dwelt on bis aim of eventually nl rawing up a Conven¬ 
tion embracing all questions at issue in Persia, Afghanistan, and THiliet, and of arriving 
at an arrangement by which, humanly speaking, all danger uf future rivalry ami conflict 
would Vie removed. All the questions hung together; no one could be settled 
independently and apart. He thought that to divulge our cards prematurely would bo 
most iinprudonb not to one another or to the Persian Government, but to third parties, 
and wc should be doing tins If wo arranged at once merely one part of the whole 
Mfhcmc. There would be no further reason for reserve* once the whole Convention was 
settled. 

I said [ would let you know his views- < have no doubt ns to hi* sincerity, and l 
think wo may frighten him oif the whole question if we press him too hard as to our 
line. He was perfectly friendly, nnd there was nothing petulant in hi* allusion to Russia 
being able to advance second moiety herself- I expect they could find the money 11 L a 
pindi, I think they suspect wo may he trying to take advantage of their late vital 
difficulties. They are ver-y sensitive just at present. If f may be allowed io make n 
suggestion, I would recommend joint action us to the whole of the advance, and that 
wo should not insist on the acceptance of our line as an indispensable condition to our 
co-operation.
